STARVATION’S ARMY 


London’s Striking Dock Laborers 
Stand Firm and United. 


Their Ultimatum Submitted to the 
Companies and Rejected. 


A Mass Meeting Attended by Four Thousand 
Strikers Held This Morning—John Burns 
Addresses Them and Gives Hope of a 
Speedy Settlement—No Additions te the 
Unemployed Mob To-Day—An Offer Made 
by the Wharfingers Refused te 
the Coal Trade—Mrs. Maybrick Goes to 
Woking—Foreign News.

Loxpox, August 29.—There is practically no 
change in the situation this morning, and the 
strike stillcontinues. A mass-meeting of the 
great army of unemployed was held to-day. 
About four thousand ofthe strikers were in 
attendance. John Burns addressed them, 
predicting their demands would be acceded to 
to-day. Hesaidall the indications pointed 
to a victory for the men if they were firm and 


united, 
BURNS THE LEADER. 


John Burns, the heart and soul of the strike, 
is a working engineer. He is about 35 years 
of age and is a member of the County Council 
for Battersea, where he has a pretty little 
house and a garden. Burns’ character is very 
high, and he has the respect even of his op- 
ponents. He is a man of great physical 
strength as well as magnetism, and it is due 
entirely to his personal influence that the 
strikers have been kept under control for 
fourteen days. 

AN OFFER REFUSED. 

The wharfingers have offered to employ the 
dockmen on independent docks, but the 
proposition has not been accepted. 

COAL TRADE AFFECTED. 

The strike is seriously affecting the Northern 
coal trade. 

CONCESSIONS SUBMITTED. 

It has been ascertaiued that the dockmen 
submitted the following as their demandt 
yesterday: 

Outsiders called in not to be discharged 
with less than 26 pay. The contract work 
should be abandoned and a system of piece 


ceive the total gross receipts of the job direct 
from the companies, drawing, in the mean- 
time, a minimum of 6d per hour for ordinary 
time and 8d per hour for over time for their 
work so long as the job lasts, shares of the 
plus to be divided as follows: Shares of each 
man and foreman to be equal; pay to be 6d 
per hour and 8d per hour for over time, over 
time to be reckoued from 6 p. m. to 6 a. m.

THE STRIKERS. 
The dock laborers themselves number 30,000, 
and to their assistance have come 10,000 steve- 
dores, 10,000 watermen, 8,000. lightermen, 8,000 
carters, 5,000 river sailors, 2,000 steamboat 
engineers and enough other small labor or- 
ganizations belonging to the Dock Laborers’ 
Union to swell the number of actuai working- 
men op strike to 100,000.

This part of the country 
bas been particularly fortunate in not belng 
made to suffer from disturbances in the at- 
mosphere, such as cyclones, high winds 
and cloudbursts, which have done great 
damage in almost every part of the 
United States. Other parts of the world bave 
been more unfortunate and have been shaken 
by earthquakes. Last week a shock was dis- 
tinctly felt in South Carolina, but it did no 
damage. Last Monday aeveral parts of the 
globe were shaken by 
A TERRIFIO EARTHQUAKE, 

which seemed to travel around the world in 
less than twelve hours. The quake 
is thought to have begun the 
Guif of Corinth, otf Greece, where 
it broke a cable and traveled inland, wreck- 
ing houses in the cities of Etalicon and Aca- 
mania, but injuring no one as far as can be 
ascertained. Half the houses were made un- 
tenable. This same shock is supposed to be 
the one which almost obliterated the town of 
Khenzorik in Southern Russia and buried 
nearly two hundred people in the failing 
houses, Another shock was felt at Pasadena and 
Los Angeles, Oal., at 6:20 p. m. Monday. 
It was distinct enough in both places to stop 
the swinging of clock pendulums and to crack 
ceilings and walls. It began with 2 rum- 
bie and was foliowed by two heavy shocka. 
None of the earthquakes of last week in any 
part of the worid compare with those which 
racked Japan July 28 and 29. 

THIRTY-SIX SHOCKS 
were felt in twelve hours. 
opened in hundreds of places, swal- 
lowing walls and human beings and 
closing up again. The famous Mountain 
Kimpo, an extinct volcano, which had not 
been active for fifteen years, belched out 
lava and stones. Great fissures were made in 
its sides, and the hills adjacent were cracked 
irom summit to plain. The earth heaved and 
swelled so violently that the fleeing inhabit- 
ants of many towns could not stand on their 
feet. Chasms six feet wide opened in the 
heart of the towns and the earth 
sank in large patches, forming filthy lakes. 
Wells ran dry and apres gushed from the fis- 
sures. Many were killed by falling ruins and 
opening fissures, but many were found witb- 
outa bruise, extreme terror having driven 
life out. Such terrible displays of the forces 
of nature have never been seen or witnessed 
here and this section of the country can be 
said to be unusually fortunate.

REFUSED TO SEPARATE. 


JUDGE M’CONNELL DENIES THE CRONIN 
~SUSPECTS A DIVISION OF CAUSES. 


He Relieves Them, However, ofthe Company 
of Woodruffin Their Journey to the Bar 
of Justice—The Decision a Great Sur- 
prise—Exceptions Taken by All th 
Defendants. 


CuicaGco, August 29.—Judge McConnell this 
morning decided that all the defendants in 
the Cronin trial must be tried together with 
the exception of Frank Woodruff. He said 
that in view of Woodruff’s confessions it 
would be manifeslly unfair to allow him to go 
on trial with the others. 

All the defendants then took exception of 
the ruling of the Court refusing them separate 
trials, and the Judge granted twenty days in 
whieh file bills of exception. The attorneys 
for the various defendants then expressed 
themselves as ready to proceed with the trial. 


The following is 
JUDGE M’CONNELL’S DECISION. 

**GENTLEMEN—In disposing of this motion, 
Ishall not attempt to go into any argument 
whatever—that is into any extended argu- 
ment—as tothe grounds of my decision, but 
shall simply content myself with making the 
9 tae and state in a general way why Ido 
t. 
‘*The state of the case is substantially this: 
Daniel Coughlin, Martin Burke, Frank J. 
Woodruff, alias Black, John F. Beggs, Patrick

H. Cronin. All ot them, except Cooney, are in 
court, and have entered pleas of not gulity.

„These several motions are supported by 
affidavits substantially containing, as con- 
ceded by the State’s Attorney, the evidence 
which was tendered the Grand-jury and upon 
which that bod bases the indictments. 
The form 0 tho indictment, and 
particularly the character of the evidence 
relied upon dy the State, indicate 
that several of the defendants can be con- 
victed only upon the successful establishment 
of a conspiracy to murder Dr. Cronin, and 
also of the further fact that they were mem- 
bers of that conspiracy. These defendanis, | 
therefore, can in no respect be injured or 
prejudiced by evidence tending to show the 
complicity of others in the allexzed murder, 

UNLESS IT SHALL BE ESTABLISHED 
first, that there was a conspiracy and seo- 
and that they and the others were united in 
that conspiracy.

Whether it isthe water which causes such 
an abundance of these boils to appear on all 
portions of the body, or the food given the 
recruits, Icannot say, but I know that there 
were few men in ourcompany who were not 
in a terrible condition on account of them. A 
recruit with four or five boils was hardly 
considered worth bothering the doctor about. 

The doctors have a sort of little kingdom of 
their own at the Barracks and no one butthe 
authorities at Washington can interfere with 
them. They do exactly asthey please and if 
they don’t feei like bothering about an ordl- 
nary recruit they do not trouble themselves 
about him. 

To illustrate the manner of treatment of the 
recruits by the doctors I will here cite an in- 
stance of their ealloused feelings toward tne 
men: One evening several B Company recruits 
were ewinwing from a trapeze and jumping to 
se@which could gothefurthest.

One man 
took a couple of swings and then jumped, but 
when he struck the ground bis left foot went 
intoa slight declivity, twisting his leg and 
breaking the bone just above the knee. His 
screams ofagony were terrible andthere was no 
que present who understood how to relieve 
his pain. Some of the boys ran over to the 
hospital and got a stretcher, on which he was 
placed as tenderly as possible. Four men 
then started to carry him over to the hospital. 
Before this a‘‘non-com’’ had ordered some 
of the boys to pick him upand carry him 
over in their arms, so that he couldn't be 
making such aracket around the quarters,“ 
and they flatly refused to torture him in this 
way and waited until the stretcher was 
brought. Tbe captain doctor was standing on 
the parade ground watching a game of tennis 
and the stretcher with tbe injured man on it 
was carried within afew yards ot him. The 
doctor saw the man taken past screaming 
with pain but never more than Elanced 
in his direction, making some laughing re- 
mark about the recruits to another officer who 
stood near. The man was lying in a very un- 
comfortable position ou the stretcher, so that 
the pain in the broken limb was inoreased, 
and the recruits who were carrying him did 
not know how to place him properly, but the 
doctor never said a word and listened to his 
agonizing screams perfectly unmoved. 

At another time a man who was thought to 
be dying was brought up tothe hospitalona 
stretcher, just as the doctor had finished in- 
spectipg the men on thesick report. The 
doctor kept inthe middle of the sidewalk, 
compelling the men to turn out with their 
burden and never giving more than a 
glance at the sick man. The man 
was carrie into the hospital 
and the steward attended to him, but I am 
sure that the doctor did not see him until his 
next visit at the hospital tater in the day. 

As a general thing assistants of the steward 
are a gentiemanly class of men, but one of 
them was noted among the recruits for his 
brutal remarks and treatment of the sick. One 
morning the sick prisoners, under charge of 
a corporal and sentries, were waiting to see 
the doctor. This attendant passed by and, 
seeing one of the prisoners who was suffering 
from a loathsome disease among the others, 
he said: 

‘*I don’t see what in —— you want to come 
over tothe hospital for you can’t ever be 
cured and it’s no uxe making us attend to you 
every day when yon will never get well.’’ 

This speech so incensed the prisoner ad- 
dressed that he would have sprung at him but 
for the Corporal of the guard, who told the 
brutal attendant to go along and mind his own 
business. 

Some of the recruits have been s6 carelessly 
and in some cases brutally treated by the 
army surgeons that they prefer to spend their 
money in being treated by a civilian doctor 
who takes some interest in seeing them re- 
cover. 

While walking out in the company garden 
one day I seriously poisoned my hands by com- 
ing in contact with some poisonous vines. The 
skin on my hands and wrists puffed out in 
large blisters, causing a burning sensation in 
my hands continually. That afternoon I went 
over to the hospital and asked to have some- 
thing given me to curethem. Two of the at- 
tendants were there at the time, but they told 
mel would be compelled to wait until the 
next morning at sick report. They were in 
the dispensary at the time, but would not go 
anything for me because they were not con; 
pelled to. 

One morning while at the stables I saw a re- 
cruit fall on top a stake which had been 
driven in the ground near the picketline. He 
fell so thay the stake struck him in the 
breast, and he went on the sick report in con- 
sequence. He told the doctor how he had 
been injured, but the doctor prescribed some 
quinine and tincture of Iron, also giving him 
some liniment. That day while on drill I saw 
the same fellow spit blood, and he did so tre- 

uently afterwards. 

1 1 have seen men compelled to drill when 
the fact was plainly evident, but the doctor 
would not excuse them. I have aiso seen 
men who had the rheumatism so bad that 
they could hardly bend their joints, but they 
drilled just the same. Some days, when the 
doctor hud wona few games of tennis andi 
was feeling good, he would let several men be 
excused from drill, but on some other days he 
would not excuse a man unless he had been 
carried over to the hospital on a stretcher and 
was unable to walk awny. : 

On account of the treatment of some of the 
recruits by the doctors I have seen men lie 
sick in their — — coe — A preference to 
being taken before the doctor. 

The doctor does not appear to take the 
slightest interest in the care of recruits at the 
hospital, and everything he does for them is 
done in such a man — 4 as to make the recruit 
wish that be had staid away.

There is as wide a gulf between the enlisted 
men and the officers as can possibly be, the of- 
ficers appearing to feel themselves a higher 
order of human beings than the recruits, who 
are compélied toact astheir servants, and 
who are immediately squeiched when they at - 
tempt tomake any objections tothe treat- 
ment they receive. ‘ 

‘The non-commissioned officers are selected 
by the company commanders, after which 
they are approved and appointed by the post 
commander, pains evidently being taken to 
pick out the men who will see that the re- 
cruits are kept in their pro er (7) place.

ANOTHER RECRUIT’S EXPERIENCE. 


A St. Louisan’s Recollections of Soldier Life 
at Carlisle, Pa. 

The expose in the PostT-DIsPATCH of the 

bratal treatment received Wy the soldiers of 

the army at Jefferson Barracks has attracted 


„the attention of every man who is or has ever 


been connected withthe army, and a number 
of ex-soldiera have called at the office of the 
POST- DISPATCH to say that the picture of the 
suffering the men pave to endure is not a 
whit overdrawn, but, on the contrary, is ex- 


ceedingly mild. One gentleman well known 
in this city called this morning and said: 

**I want to add some incidents of my expe- 
riences to the story the Post- DISPATCH is tell- 
ing of the brutal treatment of private soldiers. 
Bot I want my name suppressed. Some of my 
friends know that I have served in the army, 
but they are only a few, andI don’t want the 
others to learn that I was ever connected with 
such a disgraceful organization. It is the 
only thing in my life that I am ashamed of and 
I don’t want my shame published to the 


world. 

‘‘lenlisted some years ago and served for 
twenty-seven months. My motner got my 
discharge for me finally and I was awfully 
giadoft it. Several very nice young fellows 
from St. Louis enlisted at the same time 
and we were sent to Carlisle, Pa. 
We were nicely dressed and looked 
unlike most of the recruits that are sent to 
the posts. We were sent to the Post Ser- 
mea room, and when we got there we 
ound him asleep. He was 

AS MEAN A BRUTE AS EVER LIVED. 

He waked up when we came in and rubbed 
his eyes and looked us all over from head to 
foot. Then he straightened up and said:‘You’re 
a— — nobby-looking lot of —s — 
ain't you?” One of the young fellows, 
Frank Woodbury, said: ‘You retract those 
words, or Iwill ram them down your throat,’ 
and the Sergeant grew furious. He cursed 
and swore at us and wound up by sending 
Woodbury to the guard-house in irons. He 
kept him there for three days and then re- 
leased him and issued us uniforms. When we 
had put them on, the Sergeant in charge of the 
stabies caine up and said be wanted a squad to 
clean the stables. He looked around aad saw 
us andsaid: ‘Give me those —— s ——-——~s 
from St. Louis, I'll teach them that when 
they come here they have to work.’ The Post 
Sergeant detailed us and we were taken down 
to clean cut the stables. McElhaney, who 
had charge of the stables, gave us pitchforks 
and set us to work, and stood by and cursed 
usforan hour. And that was the beginning 
of a life of miserv. 

11 tell you, if I had my choice between 
going to — for flve years or into the United 
States army for the same length of time, I 
would choose —— without stopping for a 
minute tothink. The Government provides 
pienty of money to feed the soldiers well, but 
the officers pocketitand givethe men food 
that is not fit for beasts. I will give the bill 
of fare that we had at Carlisle while I 
was there: For breakfast we had 
six onnces of bread, half a pint 
of slop they called coffee, and 
a slice of Cincinnati chicken (rancid sow- 
belly, so rancid that it was yellow). For din- 
ner they gave us six ounces of bread, thin 
watery stuff they called soup—made of onion 
and carrottops and cabbage stalks and salt 
beef. For supper we had six ounces of bread 
and half a pint of that same stuff they called 
coffee. Now that was the bill of fare every 
day. There was never a change, not a single 
variation, anditis easy toimagine what we 
suffered living on such food. 

SPEAKING OF FOOD, 
the Post Quartermaster played us the most in- 
famous trick that you ever heard of. 
The officers of the post encuuraged 
us to raise company funds 80 
that we could give company entertain- 
mente and do other things that would 
make life there pleasanter and break the 
monotony. Our company, which consisted of 
thirty men, Organized a fund and authorized 
the Post Quartermaster to draw $2 a month 
out of each man’s pay. We kept it up for 
eight months and the Post Quartermaster had 
$16 of each man’s money, 4480 in all belonging 
to the company. Then he announced that be 
was going to give usagrand supper. It was 
to be a ie spread, and it was the 
talk of the Barracks for a week. The night 
for the suppescame and the members of the 
company assembled in the supper room. The 
magniflcent supper consisted of one quart of 
straw berries and two tablespoonfuls of coarse 
brown sugar for each man. That was 
the whole supper. Strawberries were 
tnen selling at 8 cents a quart and 
the sugar did not cost more than M cent, yet 
that thriving Quartermaster sent us in a bill 
for that supper that wiped out our entire com- 
2 fund of $480 and left each man 9 cents in 
is debt. 

No one but those who have served know 
the borrors of life in the army. The officers 
appoint as non-commissioned officers the 
most brutal men they can find to crush the 
spirit of the soldiersand make them slaves. 
No slave in the Southern States before the war 
was ever treated more horribly than the sol- 
diers are. They are taught thatthey are not 
men, and if they try to maintain their man- 
hood they are oppressed and treated like in- 
solent dogs. And what recourse have they? 
Not a bit. 


THE NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS 

are banded together, andif a private suc- 
ceeds in making complaint against one of 
them, they will ail swear that he is lying, and 
he is thrown out, and his life thereaiter is 
torture. They all make it hot for him. But it 
isn’t once In a year that you can complain of 
anon-commissioned officer. The articles of 
war providethat no private shall speak to the 
Commander without the permission of his 
First Sergeant, and if you go to the Sergeang 
and ask permission to speak to the 
Commander, he asks you what you want to 
say. You tellhim that you want to make 
complaint against Sergeant or Corporal 
80 and 80, and he immediately 
calls up the Sergeant or Corporal, and 
asks him if he has treated you badly. He 
says no, of course, and the First Sergeant 
then reprimands you and orders you back to 
your quarters. You can’t get near the com- 
manderto make complaint, and you are at 
the mercy of the hounds of non-commis- 
sioned officers, who are chosen for their 
places because they are brutes. They teach 
you that a soldier should only have three 
things to say: Here, sir;’ ‘No, sir,’ and! Tes, 
sir,’ and when he is not saying one of these 
three be should be silent. There is no esprit 
de corps in the United States Army. Nota 
bit, and thatis the reason there are so many 
desertions. Men do not care for tbe army, 
and they get tired of the brutality they have 
to submit to and run away. . 


: AN INCIDENT 

that occurred to me at Carlisle gives a fair 
idea of how far the rights of privates are con- 
sidered, We had a First Sergeant named Hen- 
derson who was one of the most infamous 
scoundrels that God ever let live. He had an 
old cap and wanted a new one the worst kind. 
A new cap was issued to me and Henderson 
came over to me and said: ‘——, I'll trade vou 
caps.’ I told him that I wouldn't give him 
my new cap for his old one and he replied, 
‘Well, you'll be sorry for it, you — —— ——.

SACKET?’°S HARBOR BURNED. 


The Historic Village Almost Wiped Out by 
Fire Last Night. 


WATERTOWN, N. T., August 29.—The bust 
ness portion of tne historic village of Sackett’s 
Harbor was destroyed by fire last night, in- 
voiving a loss of about $40,000. The telegraph 
and telephone offices,the Rome, Watertown & 
Ogdensburg Railroad ticket office, every sa- 
loon in the place, dry goods and grocery, 
hardware and general stores and the ware- 


houses containing supplies of Government 
contractors for Madison Barracks, and the 
best part of the village below the railroad 
tracks were all destroyed. There was no or- 


ganized fire department and the ef- 
forts of the nited States regulars 
at Madison Barracks with an old 


fashioned hand-pump engine alone saved the 
village from entire destruction. The Water- 
town Fire Department was called upon, but 
the fre was under control when they arrived 
at 4p m. Recently the taxpayers had voted 
down an appropriation to purchase a steam 
fire enfline. 

This is the second big fire in the village 
within three years, the other one having oc- 
curred in January 1887, when the loss was 
about $35,000. The fire originated in a vacant 
building, and eit is supposed to have been of 
incendiary origin. The tetal loss is about 
$40,000; insurance, about Ks, 000. The largest 
individual sufferer is Bernard Eveleigh, whose 
loss is about $12, 000. 

Sackett’s Harbor is ten miles west of Water- 
town, on a bay of Lake Ontario, atthe mouth 
of Black River. It is a good safe harbor and 
was lo1merily an important naval station, but 
has gradually declined for the last twenty 
years. It has necently become something of 
asammer resorm. It contained three churches, 
a graded school, two hotels and twelve stores. 
The Madison Barracks there is occupied by a 
garrison. The population was in 1880 885, and 
there bas been but siight change since.

The Scene in Court To-Day—Judge Anderson 

„ Shats Off a Pathetic Story — How the 
Rendezvous of Cut-Throats Was Raided 
Last Night—A Wagon Load or 
Women Arrested.

WELVE ne- 

gro women 
stood before 
Judge Anderson 
in the Second 
District Police 
Court this morn- 
ing,charged with 
being women of 
bad character, 
and their trial 
was a matter of 
interest. 

The police made a raid last night on one ot 
the toughest jolnts a city ever held. Just 
across the street fromthe Third District Sta- 
tion is Cap! Warner’s saloon, or ‘‘sloon,’’ 
according to the sign on the door, and it is the 
gathering place for the ronghest lot of negro 
desperadoes, male and female, in the city. It 
has run for years in its present locality, and 
the stench from it has offended the offi- 
cial noses of the officers at the station. 
They have endeavored to regulate it, but all 
attempts have been fruitless, and it has con- 
tinued to run in the same old Jesse James 
style that Warner inaugurated when he 
opened the place. Probably it is impossible 
forany large city to exist without low dens 
where the vicious gather, but doubtiess there 
are few cities where duplicates of Cap““ 
Warner’s ‘‘sloon’’ can be found. 

The building in which it is situated isnum- 
bered 1020 North Seventh street. It is a one- 
story brick box, running back to the alley, 
and its proprietor has divided it into two 
large rooms. The front room is the ‘‘sloon,’’ 
and back of it is the wine-room, so called, 
presumably, because no wine is sold there. 

The place is kept 

OPEN ALL NIGHT 


and the abandoned negro women ot 
the neighborhood gather there to 
carouse, and to fleece the un- 


wary coon who may happen in. It is the 

piace of resort forthe roustabouts on the 
river and when the boats come in the deck 
hands march to ‘‘Cap’s’’ and stay there till 
their wages are gone. And a worse gang of. 
cutthroats can not be found than the one 
which assembles there every evening. Only 
afew days agoagreat big buck negro, who 
ought to have been able to take care of him- 
self, hobbled across the street to the police 
station and complained that he had been cut 


oer at ‘‘Cap’s’’ because he refused to let 
the gang go through him. 4 torrent of blood 
was puring from bis left 2 and a physician 
was summoned at once. The doctor found 
thatthe fellow had been stabbed in the legs 
and an artery had been cut. A little more de- 
lay and ‘‘Cap’s’’ custemers would nave had 
to answer fora murder. Night before last an- 
other cutting scrape took place. A big wench 
reported it at the police station and showed 
her arm, which had been laid open from 
shoulder to wrist with a razor. 

‘‘Cap’s’’ customers were growing so bold 
that the police conciuded to teach them a les- 
son, and last night a raid was organized. 
Sergt. King was put in charge of a “eee com- 


posed of flicers Taylor, cDonald, 
two O’Briens, Sullivan, Burke, Knoll- 
hoff, McGuire and Brady, all 


men who have served their time in the Clab- 
der alley district, and showed their courage in 
many an encounter with the unruly coons 
that infest the hard nel hborhoods. About 11 
o’clock last night the squad met at the station 
on Seventh and Carr and the plan of the raid 
was unfolded tothem. Four policemen went 
one by one tothe rear of ‘‘Cap’s’’ saloon. 
and thorest, headed by Sergt. King, walked 
in at the front door. The moment they en- 
tered there was wild confusion in the den. All 
the occupants knew what was coming and 
they broke for the rear door, but they found 
four stout policemen there and retreated. 
They saw 
THEY WERE HEMMED IN 

and began to prepare to be searhed. Razors, 
knives of eyery length and pattern, and re- 
volvers, old and new, were dropped to 
the floor, and when the police took 
their prisoners to the station not a single 
weapon could be found in the whole bunch. 
But ‘‘Cap’’ swept up his wine-room floor and 

led the discarded weapons on the table. 
There was astack that would have equipped 
a mob of Anarchists, and Cap“ left them 
there for the police if they wanted them. 

About 500 people heard of the raid before the 
prisoners reached the station, and when they 
were lined up before the railing there was an 
enormous crowd around the building. The 
officers kept all outside while the Sergeant in 
charge took down the names. He might have 
written them without asking any questions, 


tor they were all weill known, and 
those who bore them are familiar 
with the ways of the Polfſee Court 


ana the routine at the Work-house. The 
names were Louisa Armstrong, Sallie Goff, 
Louisa Butler, Susie St. James, Susie Butler, 
Leona Wallace, Laura Turner, Emma Ander- 
son, Emma Burnside, Mary Butler, Louisa 
Wilson and Matilda Kirk, a long string of 
them, and the women who answered to them 
were as bard looking a lot of creatures as ever 
stood before the railing ofa police station. 
They were locked up forthe night and taken 
to Judge Anderson’s court this morning. It 
was rather warm in the court-room, and 
when the women all gathered about 
the bench to plead the atmosphere 
seemed to lose all its freshness, and the 
Judge looked as if something offensive 
to his olfactories had struck him.

Fourteen Ships Warned Out and 
Six Seized. 


Record of the United States Ship Rush at 
Ounalaska—Three Hundred Skins Found 
on Board the Latest Prize—The Black 
Diamond Keturning to Behring Sea— 
Farther Information on the Question of 
Ownership — Excitement in Esquimault 
Harbor — Canada Crying for Inde- 
pendence. 


BV Telegravh to the Posr-DrSTA TCE. 

SAN FRANOISCO, August 20.—A latter was re- 
ceived from an officer of tne United States 
steamer Rush by the steamer St. Paul, which 
arrived from Ounalaska Thursday night, stat- 
ing thaton August 6 the Rush captured the 
British sealing schooner Lily of Vancouver, 
while taking sealsin the Behring Sea. The 
schooner was searched, and 300 skins were 
found, which were placed on board the Rush. 
A prize crew of one man was placed on board, 
and the Lily sent to Sitka. The seized sealers 
will have their cases tried in the Alaska Dis- 
trict Court. The Rush will proceed to San 
Francisco when relieved by the Bear at 
Ounalaska. Inallthere have been fourteen 
sealers boarded by the Rush and warned out 
of Bepring Sea, besides six captured. The 
St. Paul brought down 100,000 sealskins. 

THE BLACK DIAMOND’S OWNERS. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, August 29.—The 2 
Reg lstrar-General of Shipping gives denials 
the statements telegraphed from Washington 
to-day that the Canadian sealing schooner 
Biack Diamond, recently seized by the 
American cutter Rush in Behring Sea, Is owned 
mostly by citizens of the United States as well 
asa number of Canadian registered vessels 
which are engaged in seal fisheries. He says 
that every owner or part owner interested in 
Canadian registered vessels, must when the 
vessel is registered, make declaration that he 
isa British subject and if it should subse- 
quently be ascertained that any portion of 
that vessel was owned inthe United States 
such interest would be forfeited to the crown. 

ORYING FOR INDEPENDENCE. 

The refusal of the British Government to 
allow ships of war to go into Behring Sea to 
protect Canadian sealers raised a howl) from 
oneend of the Dominion to the other, and 
has done more to open the eyes of those truly 
loyal Canadians who would forever hang on 
to the skirts of Great Britain and reverence 
her institutions, to what support they can ex- 
pect from that quarter in the hour of peril, 
than anything that could have happened. 
The appeal of the owners of the Canadian 
sealing schooners forthe protection of their 
vessels in Behring Sea by the British fleet has 
been forwarded to England forthe informa- 
tion of Lord Salisbury, who, it is learned to- 
night, was atthe same time informed of the 
feeling being aroused in Canada against En- 
gland through the refusal of the British Gov- 
ernment to protect the British flag, when fly- 
ing from the mast of a Canadian vessel, as it 
would do had its own vessel been subjected to 
the same indignities. 

NOT THE VICE-CONSUL. 

VICTORIA. British Columbia, August 29.— 
The report that Vice-Consul Marvin of 
Victoria is interested in the seized 
sealing schooners is not the case. E. 
B. Marvin, sbip chandler and part owner 
of the Sapphire, and Vice-Consu! Marvin are 
different persons. Frank, who has figured as 
the owner of the schooner Black Diamond, 
was a citizen of the United States, was also 
partner with J. Guttman, her former owner, 
who was a British subject and who was lost 
with all on board. Another schooner was 
built in the spring of 1888. After Guttman’s 
death Morris Moss purchased the schooner 
and is now her registered owner. He isa 
British subject. All the sealing schooners 
which have cleared at Customs-house for 
Bebring Sea this year are registered by British 
subjects. The sealing schooner owners 
formed an association Tuesday night. 

MOVED THE GERMAN OUT. ‘ 

Excitement has been caused in shipping 
circles here through the action of Admiral 
Heneage yesterday in forcibly towing the 
German bark J. H. Hustead from her anchor- 
age in Esquimault Harbor to the harbor en- 
trance, although her master protested and ran 
upthe German colors. The bark was dis- 
charging coal and Admiral Heneage sent word 
to Oapt. Reinears to move out as he desired 
anchorage for his war vessel. The Captain 
refused to doso, andthe Admiral sent an 
officer and blue jackets to move the vessel.

ment which the letter contained. It was as 
follows: 

„Alex. H. Noel, Principal of the Garden- 
ville School, is teaching German in his 
school.’’ 

The members looked at each other In blank 
astonishment. Could it be possible 
that any man had the temerity 
to teach German after a board 
hud been elected on the sole issue that the 
teaching of the language in the schools was 
to be abolished? No, it could not be; the let - 
ter was the work of some sarcastic joker. 
However, it must be given attention imme- 
diately, for it might possibly be true,and if so 
the punishment which such unparalleled au- 
dacity merited must be meted out. This isthe 
way the committee looked at the matter. The 
cierk of the committee was instructed to send 
Mr.Noel a communication requesting bis pres- 
ence before the committee at the meeting this 
evening, as an explanation on an important 
matter was desired from him. 

Mr. Noel has been summering in Michigan 
and arrived nome only lastevening. When 
he read the summons to appear before the 
Teachers Committee he was at a loss to un- 
derstand what it meant, but imagined it was 
something serious. A communication from 
the Teachers Committee commanding ap- 
pearance at a meeting, especially at this time 
ofthe year when promotions, transfers and 
discharges are being made, would 
naturally set a man in a flatter. 
Mr. Noel was at the Superintend- 
ent’s office early this morning for the purpose 
of getting an intimation of what the sum- 
mons meant. Supt. Long said after- 
wards that Noel would be abie to give a very 
satisfactory explanation to the committee 
when called on this evening. 

Mr. Charles W. Barstow, the Chairman of 
the Teachers Committee, was seen in regard 
to the matter and said: The information that 
Mr. Noel was teaching German in his school 
was received by the committee, and of course 
the report had to be investigated. Mr. Noel 


was summoned to make an explanation and 
will appear before the committee this evening 
for that purpose. I understand this moraing, 
however, that there is ne foundation for the 
Mr. Noel has 
been teaching bis pupils English at the 
time he was suppose to lastruot- 
ing them in German, that is, after school 
hours. Mr. Noel’s school is located 
on the corner of the Gravois roadand King’s 
highway and in the center of a district most! 
populated by Germans. He was assigne 
there because of bie knowledge of German, 
which, it was thought, would help him in 
teaching the German children English. It 
seems that a great many of the pupils who at- 
tend the Gardenviiie Scnool are unable to 
speak scarcely any English at all. Mr. Noel 
found it very difficult, naturally, to teach 
these according to the regular course of study, 
and he adopted the plan of keeping them after 
the regular hours and teaching them 
to speak and understand En- 
That, at least, is the story 
am told. Mr. Noel will appear before the 
committee this evening and a full and satis- 
factory explanation will be demande d.“

THE NEW INSPECTOR PREPARED TO PROS- 
ECUTE DISHONEST DEALERS. 


What the Department Will Do—The Tests 
Which Will Be Applied—State and City 
Laws Governing the Sale of Milk and 
Cream—A Talk With Inspector J. E. 
Sullivan. 


F the intent of the State 
and city legislators is 
earried out to the ex- 
tent of the provisions 
of the laws established, 
the citizens of St. Louis 
are in a fair way to get 
pure, unadulterated 
milk, and of being se- 
cure from the many 
well-known shifts of 

the cunning milk ven- 
der, who has a decided advantage over hon- 
est dealers. 
There is in existence a State law providing 
laws for the regulation of milk inspection in 
cities of over 300,000 inhabitants and provid- 
ing penalties for violations of the regulations. 
The law provides that the Boards of Health 
of the respective cities shall make local 
provisions and assume control of the local 
inspections and draw up measures of their 
own which shall conform in the main with the 
State provisions. In April, 1887, the Munici- 
pal Assembly here passed an ordinance en- 
titied 
An ordinance creating the office of Milk Inspector 
and Deputy Inspector of the City of St. Louis, de- 
fining the duties and powers of such officer, prohib- 
iting the manufacture and sale of milk and cream 
aduiterations and preservatives, and fixing the com- 
pensation of gaid — aud Deputy Inspector. 
The ordinance went into effect in April, 1887, 
put for reasons of his own Mayor Francis never 
appointed the inspector, and the office re- 
mained without a head until Mayor Noonan 
came into office, when he appointed Dr. J. E. 
Sullivan to the position. 
The Deputy Inspector, who 

HAS BREEN ACTING 
as Dairy Inspector and looking after the 
stabling, pasturing and feeding of cows, was 
appointed shortly after the ordinance went 
into effect. The ordinance provides that the 
Inspector shall be a person skilled in 
the science of analytical and synthetical 
chemistry and a practical chemist. 
The salary of the office ia $1,500 a year and the 


headquarters are located in the City Hall. 
The objects of the State and city laws conform 
in most respects and are simply to provide 
pure milk. The Inspector is authorized at 
any time to enter any place where milk 
is kept for sale, or any Wugon 
by which it is being delivered, dnd ocure 
samples for oe These sampies the In- 
spector seals with his official seal in the pres- 
ence of the deaier or carrier from whom they 
are taken, one sample being for the test and 
the other to be preserved in case of litigation 
over the result of the first test. 
The local law defines the 
KINDS AND QUALITY 

of milk to be sold as follows: 
The sale or offering for sale, in this city, of im- 
pure or adulterated milk or e eam for anv and ali 
purposes and by ali persons, and also the sale or 
comers for sale of what is known as skimmed milk, 
is absolutely prohibited.

negie, who was an American Commissioner at 
the Paris Exposition, found time to tell a re- 
porter what he thought about it,
